Doath of Unknown Man 


The finding on the inquest on 
the 


death of an unidentified man, whoss 
body was found early in the mornins 
of Sept. 9, at the bottom of the tresfla .

by Judge Pickman today. The report 
read in part as follows:—"I find that 
the man fell from the trestle to the 
ground below and sustained the in- 
juries that caused his death. I cannot 
state with-certainty .whether he came 
Into the yard in a. freight car and got 
out,,ofjthe c-ar ^ 'he early morning and 
walked on the trestle on the northerly- 
side of the track and walked off the 
trestle, .or whether he went into the 
storehouse to sleep, and got up in the 
early morning and walked oft the end 
ot the.piankinsf. The place where the 
body was found would lend probability 
to^ the latter version of the accident. 


"I find that the man had no business 


of a legitimate kind in the yard of 
the company or upon its premises, and 
that there was no negligence onitho 
part of the company. 


"I find that the death was not duo 


to the criminal negligence of the Mer- 
rimack Utilization, company or of'any 
of its officers, agents or servants."

The president is not'in

Secretary MeAdoo declares his belief 


In the readiness of the bankers to do 
all In their power to co-operate will: 
the government as soon as the curren- 
cy bill becomes law. He says: 


"I have no sympathy with those 


who say that the bankers are so lack- 
ing in patriotism that they will refuse 
to accept and obey a law enacted In 
the interest of all the people of the 
country. Such statements are a re- 
flection upon the bankers. I believe 
that they will be the first to come for- 
ward and help the government make 
the new system a success as soon as 
the senate and house act finally and 
the president approves the measure." 


That the bill will give them amplo 


room for this friendly cooperation is 
still more strongly asserted as 
fol- 


lows: 


"I can see no ground for apprehen- 


sion by the banks about the currency 
bill or Its effects. I am confident that 
the measure when passed will he ac- 
ceptable to the country, and that it 
will prove of enduring benefit to the 
banks, to tho general business inter- 
est and to all the people." 


It is very gratifying that the cur- 


rency bill is not being regarded as a 
strictly parly measure. AH parties are 
pledged to prevent panics and provide

and the 


pending bill will do both. Tho New 
York. "World says editorially that il 
may be "faulty In detail" but that it 
"would achieve the ends sought."

Apart from the positive loss 
to depositors, bank failures are to be 
regretted because of their

son for this general distrust locally as 
the failure of the Traders bank but 
throws into brighter "relief the sound- 
ness of most of our bunking institu- 
tions.

ledge ot tho lake, imagine the ivy man- 
tled towers, old and tottering on their 


I foundations, striving to sland as long 
[as Ihoy can to tell tho story of their 
struggle for the faith. 
\f A hundred and fifty miles to the 


I north is the c.ipllal of 
Ireland. Ihe 


I centre and a*ls of all official life there, 
and the city in wliich I was born. U 
[had. as you may imagine, a peculiar 


! charm and interest for me because of 
this fact. I snw tl-,c Four Courts, Trin- 
ity collew, from which Edmund Hurke 
and Henry Grattan. 
tho great Irish 


orators of the last century, wore grad- 
uated, and the" Bank of Ireland on 
Eackville str.iel. I remember with de- 
light . Phoenix park with its lovely 
Ef-Sess, smooth lawns and well kep't
